CANTON SU SURPRISE. 
Chan in Virtual Control. 


Our Canton correspondent for- 
wants us some news 
that General Chan King-ming, 
though not yet . returned, is 
virtually in cammend of the 
situation in Canton. Ho states 
that over GObattalions of Chan's 
troops have arrived there and that 
Chan, who has resumed the 
title of -Commander-in-Chief, 
bas ordered General Yip Kue 
to take over the Arsenal and to 
have all telegrams censored. 
A strict order bas also been given 
that any military forces which 
return from Shiukwan- or the 
North must halt at Pakong and 
that only smalt bodies i 
be permitted to 
to Canton and then ooly 
after being disarmed. Eves 
Goneral Ngai Bong-ping, 
who has only a force of twelve 
battalions. has to submit toChan’s 
orders. Governor Wo Tiog-fang 
is seeking to mediate between the 
various parties by entertaining 
offcers-and men. 

Our correspondent. adds that 
Chan himself has not yet return- 
ed to Canton, being still in bis 
native district, bat that he has 
given full cowers to Genaral Yip, 
his right-hand msn, who hes 
matters well in hand. 


Later information shows that 
General “Ngai Boog-ping hes 
joined with Chan's commanders 
in sending a wire to Sun Yat-sen 
demanding that Chan be placed 
in absolute military cootro} in 
Canton. 

A report from Shinkwan states 
that 9 per cent. of the inhabit- 
ants have left the city, on account 
of hardships suffered in con- 
sequence of the presence of Sun 
Yat-sen’s troops. Even civil 
officials find difficulty in obtain- 
ing food. Some manage to 
secure food from the garrisons, 
bat. others sre returning to 
Canton.

The 
answér to this dictum, how- 
ever, is & question: What is 
Young China? If it is only a 
collection of Vehmgerichts and 
secre’ societies composed of ar- 
rogant self-seekers, there is no 
hope for China, whatever foreign 
communities and Powers’ may 
attempt. But to believe that is 
an extreme and narrow view. 
The Kuomintang may vaunt 
themselves on victory over Hong: 
kong, but it is the kind of sac- 
cess that may well contain the 
merms of destruction, for it will 
hale excited in Chinese as wel} 
as in foreigners new and well- 
founded misgivings of thie ‘sinis- 
ter organizstion. Rightly re- 
garded, the strike may thus be 
the starting-point of » better ers 
in the relationships of Chinese 
and foreigners, in the falflment 
of which hope Mr. Rodney Gil- 
bert's mission should play no 
small part—J. C. Daily News.
